CHICAGO (AP) — A federal 


jury goes into a third day of de- 
liberations today on the fate of 
seven men charged with riot 
conspiracy but the defendants 
are already in jail and one of 
their lawyers has been 
sen- 


tenced to four years in prison 
for contempt. 


Judge Julius J. Hoffman of 


U.S. District Court finished fix- 
ing- sentences on the defendants 


for 
contempt 
Sunday, 
then 


turned t o lawyers William M. 
Kunstler, and Leonard I. Weing- 
lass. 
LAWVERS'GET PRISON 


Kunstler, 50, of New York 


City was sentenced to 48 months 
and 13 days on 24 counts of con- 
tempt. Weinglass, 
36, of Ne- 


wark, N.J., was sentenced to 20 
months arid 5 days in prison on 
14 counts. 


The judge characterized as 


"reprehensible 
conduct," 


actions of tiie lawyers for 


seven men charged with con- 
spiracy to incite rioting at the 
time of the 1968 Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. 


He stayed execution 
of the 


lawyers, sentences to May 4 to 
allow them to perform legal du- 
ties for their clients, being held 
in the federal tier o£ .Cook Coun- 
ty Jail during the jury delibera- 
tions. 


If 
convicted 
of 
conspiracy, 


each man faces a maximum 
sentence of 10 years in prison 
and a 520,000 fine. The judge de- 
nied motions to free the seven 
on bond pending appeal of the 
contempt charges.

Digging into the ancient As- 


syrian city of Nimriid, which 
flourished in Iraq 3,000 years 
ago, archaeologists came upon 
evidence that the modern era has 
no copyright on fakery.

excavators was Assyrian carv- 
ing. One workshop yielded Egyp- 
tian handicraft. It is assumed 
Assyrian craftsmen, finding no 
ready market for their native 
art, simulated Egyptian work- 
manship, doctored up the product 
Ho make it look ancient, and then 
sold it to rich clients. 
. Today most nations have their 
.counterpart in fakers who make 
copies of various masterpieces, 
including p a i n t i n g s , and oc- 
casionally do so good a job of 
imitation that their rewards are 
substantial. Usually the truth is 
revealed and the victim wonders 
how he could have been so 
gullible. 
. Modern tricksters operate on 
the theory that there are many 
suckers j u s t waiting to be 
fleeced. It seems the ancients 
knew all about that, too. 


seeks to mir/'/le criticism, an

shared by 
a sizeable 


number of editors in the larger 
newspapers. 


They regard his comments as 


an attempt at censorship by 
indirect means. 


These 
critics 
overlook 
two 


points. 


Some segments of the news

FDR lambasted the country's 


wealthier p e o p l e consistently 
throughout his first two terms in 
office as "economic royalists." In 
the interest of national unity he 
dropped t h a t 
phrase 
during 


World War II. 


His successor, Harry Truman, 


went after his opponents in the 
bluntest of terms. "The damn 
lying press" was a standard call 
to arms with him. He left the 
White House before television 
had grown into a major news 
source, but had TV been in its 
prime then, Truman undoubtedly 
would have tdssed rocks at the 
boob tube. 


In 
1960, John F. 
Kennedy 


personally gave General Samoff 
hail 
Columbia for 
some witti- 


cisms David Brinkley, the NBC 
commentator, made about Ken- 
nedy's 
efforts to capture the 


Democratic 
nomination. JFK's 


reminder that TV is a federally 
licensed b u s i n e s s scared the 
pants off Samoff. 


Following his defeat in the '60 


campaign, Nixon publicly accused 
the reporters in all media of 
misrepresenting him. "This will 
be the last time you can poke at 
me," was a byword for quite a 
while. 


Lyndon Johnson preferred the 


forcible d e l i v e r y . Though he 
steered clear from battling the 
news media, LBJ put down his 
opposition in clear terms. "Ner- 
vous Nellies," his description of 
anti-war critics, found frequent 
repetition. 


Sensitivity 
is 
an admirable 


trait when directed toward other 
people. 


When reserved for one's self it 


turns into a bad habit. 


It is a cover for failure. 
The pundits sniping at Agnew 


are disturbed because he reveals 
those gentry do not cany the 
clout they like to think they 
possess. 


Fusion Waste Disposal 


There must be many times 


when officials responsible for the 
disposal of solid wastes wish 
they 
could simply cause 
the 


whole mess to disappear into thin 
air. At some point in the future 
they may be able to, if dreams of 
some 
scientists in the Atomic 


Energy Commission c o m e to 
fruition. 


They envision harnessing the 


nuclear 
fusion process in the 


disposal of waste. Nuclear fusion, 
the method used in hydrogen 
bombs, differs from atomic fis- 
sion, in that it fuses 
atomic 


nuclei together to release energy 
instead of splitting them apart as 
in nuclear fission. 


The contemplated m e t h o d , 
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simply called "fusion torch," has 
a number of advantages. Most 
important, there are virtually no 
waste 
products. Most wastes 


would bo vaporized. The process 
also would reclaim metals such 
as copper, iron, aluminium t;nd 
.silicon and make them available 
for reuse. 


As no radioactive wastes are 


emitted by the fusion process, 
the AEf' scientists envision a 
process which would be virtually 
pollution free. Another side ef- 
foc( of the proposed method is 
thai 
it would produce energy 


which could be converted into 
electricity. 


This sounds almost like a trash 


disposer's dream. Refuse is dis- 
posed of without a trace, valuable 
minerals are reclaimed, energy is 
j'cnentted for electric power and 
there are no left-over pollutants 
to worry about. 


The catch? A workable system 


such as that described probably 
could not he put into operation 
before the ynar 2000. If the AEC 
exports can demonstrate their 
'irocoss is sis good as it seems, 
thorn is nn reason why a high 
prion'ty could not be placed upon 
its development to shorten the 
lime lapse considerably. 


Because of the high cost and 


unsatisfactory methods of trash 
disposal in use today, 30 years 
mav be too long to wait for an 
iiKernnf.ivc which sounds not on- 
ly 
satisfactory, but downright 


Utopian.

testing procedure for) St. Joseph
